Mr. Kiutok : — Your brief notice of 
i he death of Miss Bella Skye. m your 
last, has conveyed ti.e simple informs 
tiontoidl concerned; there are many 
who knew and loved her. who would 
like tile particulars. 1 give them here, 
condensed from a report written by 
Prof. Chamberlain lor his class after 
all was over : — 

On Thursday morning, Oct. 19lh, 
bet ween three and four o'clock. M;is 
Bella Skve. a pupil of this Institution, 
awakened one of her mates, and said 
she did not feel well. The fcWO went 
to the matron's room and aroused her. 
Bella complained of s severs pain in 
her head, and I ho matron, taking her 
into her own room, notified Prof. Nol 
son. the Principal, who instantly sent 
for medical aid. This was quickly at 
hand, but Bella was already uncon 
scions, and so remained untill eleven 
o'clock in the after noon, when she died 
Her sudden deparhio cast a gloom 
on all. especially as she had be, n in 
remarkably good spirits the evening 
before. Her parents were notified by- 
telegraph, and arrived at night. They 
returned the next day, to make ar 
rangements for the reception and bur- 
ial of the remains. The physicians 
after a careful examination, prononnee- 
ed be* death to have been caused bv 
acute meningitis, the primary cause of 
which was a severe cold contracted by 
•i lack of due caution after a hath. 
Her classmates and friends in the In 
stitntion, contributed a handsome sum 
to be expended in floral decorations 
for her coffin. At 4 o'clock on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Oct,. '20th, the coffin 
waaotrrled to the chapel by six of her 
classmates (hoys), and placed upon the 
obit form. Upon it rested a beautiful 
floral anchor, the gift, of her class- 
mates ; (a token of their hope of meet- 
lag her again), and an equally beauti- 
ful wreath of pinks, roses and immor 
tellea, (an emblem of eternal life). 
The pupils, . enchers and officers then 
came in, and the impressive burial 
service of the Episcopal clmrch. of 
the deceased had been a member, was 
read bv the Rector of Zion Ohurcb. 
Uev. Mr. Jackson, and translated into 
signs by Prof. Nelson. The coffin was 
then borne to the hall below, where 
all had an opportunity of taking a last 
look aa the loved face; the bearers 
then carried it to the hearse, through 
lines formed by the pupils and (he lo- 
eil services were over. 

Early the next, morning. (Thursday), 

m escort composed of Prof. Nelson, 
the principal ; Prof. Chamberlain, her 
teacher, and six boys from her 
left With the body for the distant 
home, where it was expected. (West 
Baton, Madison county). There, the 
face was found to retain a very natur- 
al expression, with a smile hovering 
around the lips.

Meantime his parents and friends 
jfctinued to speak to hiua by word of 
the mouth, and he partially under- 
stood them and never thought of 
learning to spell with the fingers. 
W the end of a year, he recovered 
his health and continued keeping up 
his speech, talking with everybody 
by word of the mouth, and they to 
him in the same manner, sometimes, 
however, he could understand and 
would repeat to his mother 

When seventeen years of nge, at 
the urgent requiat of Prof. Wester 
velt. of tin B Institution, h» 

decided lo try a regular course of 
instruction in articulation and lip- 
reading, and entered the above 
mentioned Institution aa a State 
pupil Mere he was immediately 
placed in the articulation class taught 
ivho had been 
one of I'rof. A. (irahain Hell's pupils. 

It was soon apparent that he could 
talk plain enough to dispentie with 
the use of the symbols, and accord- 
ingly he devoted all his time to im- 
proving himself in lip reading. In 
the meantime he learned signs and 
manual spelling from his school- 
mates, but the principal and teachers 
seldom used them when conversing 
with him, it being well known ha 

could understand as readily without 

them as with them. 

the end of the first year he found 
himself with one other pupil far ad- 
vanced above ihe rest, and the next 
fall they were made a separate class. 
were allowed to depart 
without giving them a chance to read 
their lips, and they became so pro- 
ficient they could 'understand their 
teacher almost as quickly as though 
they eonid hear her speak." She would 
part of the regular school exer- 
11 a strange book^and read a 
verse orally and then they would write 
out what they thought she said, and 
on her examining their slate, it waa 
found tin re were very few mistakes. 
He has seen pupils, who had entire- 
ly forgotten how to speak, after a 
three years course of instruction en- 
gage in conversation having the ques 
tiona partly writ ten, and partly spok- 
en to them, and replying with n good 
tlow of language, and that loo wery 
distinctly.

DEATH OF JOHN M. BROWN, 
OF INDIANA.

Towards evening, on Wednesday, 
the tGth inat, the College wu thrown 
into u fearful state of nervous excite- 
ment and bereavement, by the eudden 
death of Mr. John n. Brown, a 
student from Indiana. 

TIIK ACCIDENT. 

"■ Possessing no regular gymnasium 
at, present, it has been the custom of 
the students t6 assemble on the play 
ground of the Primary Departmenl 

during leisure hours. This ground Es 
situated east of the College building 

and is fitted up with Parallel bars, 

horizontal bars, a rotary swing, eta 
The latter, on which the accident, 
occurred, jh a pole eighteen feet in 
height, <j^ inches in thickness, and 

computed to weigh nearly 800 pounds. 

To the upper end l> attached a involv- 
ing circle of iron, containing four 
holes from which ropes extend to the 
ground. The exercise consists in 
grasping one of the ropes and by n 
swinging motion of the body to propel 
'Oneself round and round, the feet be- 
ing raised from tbc curt h. 

From the accounts of those who 
were eye-witnesses of the iiffair, it 
appears that Mr. Brown *>ith iliree 
others was using the swing, each us- 
ing a separate rope. Having •! n 
motion the four were ttwin 

around with accelerated speed, when 
suddenly the lookers on were horrified 
to see tbo pole show signs of breaking 
Knowing that danger was near, they 
(lid what they could to warn the 

uwingorn to atop Ibe motion. lint il 
was too late, for the pole, being over 
strained, broke near the base, the 
upper end falling on Mr Brown, 

striking him en the right temple and 

pinning bim to the earth. Assistance 
was immediately rendered, and the 
stiff body was tenderly lifted and 
carried to the parlors. President 
Oallaudet was On hand in an instant 
and without delay telephoned for Dr. 
Lincoln. No signs of life could be 

Keen in the unrecogenizable features, 

, and upon the arrival of the doctor it 

wan found that his death was in- 
stantaneous. 

As the six o'clock bell tolled the 
hour of tea, a pale and sorrowful 

crowd of students gathered In the 

dining room. Not, a face could be 
seen in which there was not a truce of 

deep regret, while not a f«w eve 

were dimmed. Throughout the 

evening tbc sad faces of the student 
might 1)0 seen gathered in knots, dis- 
cussing the disaster. The tone in 
which they mentioned their doc 

comrade showed how highly esteemed 
he was among us. We may say truly- 
that of young, few possessed I hi' 

qualities and winning disposition of 

Mr. Brbwn, Pleasant in his manners, 
kind and considerate in his inter 
Course, be w;, e teemed, honored and 
loved by all. The following morning, 
the same gloom pervaded the College, 
li one reading in his neighbor's 
face the sad fuel. No one could 
alllcnd tO the duties of Ibe day. and 
with kind consideration the faculty 
suspended the recitations as a mark of 
respect for the memory of the di- 
ed.

that if they had only staid a few- 
yea rs longer they would have 
amounted to something. 

And what are our High Classes 
for ? Their original purpose vvas to 
give the brighter deaf-mutes a sup- 
plemental OOUrte the same as a 
normal school or academy, and 
even as a college. It seems that 
that original conception has heen 
forgotten, for we find the standard 
so low sometimes that their teacher 
has to teach them arithmetic, geo- 
graphy and other primary studies 
whioh properly never need to he 
taught beyond the First Class. But 
if there is no High Class, then any 
tpecially bright pupil can take a 
Special course of study under the 
direction of the Principal or some 
other qualified teaoher. And wheth- 
er there is a High ("lass or not, 
any young woman can easily master 
a, college course by studying at lier 
Institution under flic* guidance of 
the faculty of any college preferred. 
To be examined periodically by 
correspondence or in person, as 
most Convenient ami the education 
and degree she would obtain in tins 
Way, would be just, as good as any- 
regular student could obtain, not to 

mention the severe discipline her 
mind would undergo under such a 
course. 

Anyhow, any young man or woman 
must, before planning a college 
course, define their aim beyond that, 
and reason whether such a course 
would assist them toward if. Do 
they wish to become teachers '{ Then 
by Studying the Annals, they could 
belter tit themselves than in any 
other way. Do they wish to become 
writers "or correspondents? Then

By the way. tho Ohio Institution 
no longer ranks as second largest in 
the country, as far as numlurs arc 
taken into consideration, the Illinois 
Institution having taken that position 
the present 'year, the number of pu- 
pils enrolled there, according to the 
Ailrnm-i; being 608, which is an at- 
tendance perhaps larger than any 
other instil ution can claim, even out- 
stripping New York, which, for years 
past, has stood at the head ; and 
that, too. with a branch connected 
with it. While the plan of educating 
so many mute children at one time, 
under ihe same roof, may be a saving 
to the Stale in the way of dollars ami 
cents, il is neve: theless an open opios 
tion whether it is at all the best and 
t plan lo follow. 

Those Stales, which huddle into 
one luge building from three to five 
hundred mute children to be educated 
for pecuniary reasons only, lack, cer 
tainly, a humanizing spirit. Suppos- 
ing, too. such an institution should be 
lest royed by fire or other destructive 
elements, aside from the loss of life 
liable to attend it, every one of its in- 
mates would, for a time at least, be 
deprived of educational facilities. The 
best plan would be for those of the 
States that contain a large deaf mute 
population, to have two or more in- 
stitutions. In this respect, Ohio her- 
self is behind ; but ere long we think 
she will give heed and act upon the 
demands for another institution.
